THE NEW 40B HOUSING ISSUE 


Affordable homes for 
55 and older planned 


By Andrea Gregory 

With two developers plan- 
ning to file projects exclusively 
for age 55 and older residents, 
age-restricted housing could be 
the next wave of affordable 
housing developments seeking 
Andover approval — and stirring 
controversy. 

Planning Director Steve 
Colyer said it appears 55-and- 
older housing will be the latest 
“sales pitch” used by developers 
to obtain a comprehensive per- 
mit under Ch. 40B, also known 
as “the anti-snob zoning act.” 
Using Ch. 40B is the only way 
for developers to create 55-and- 
older housing in Andover. 

Andover residents have 
expressed a desire to see more 
affordable housing for seniors. 
At the same time, Ch. 40B pro- 
jects have become unpopular 
with an increasing number of 


residents, because some people 
believe developers tried to use 
the law to skirt local zoning 
bylaws and create developments 
too large for their neighbor- 
hoods. However, more than 10 
percent of Andover homes now 
have been deemed affordable by 
the state, giving the town more 
control over future 40B propos- 
als. 

There are two age-restricted 
40B condominium proposals in 
the works for Andover: a 16- 
unit project for Harold Parker 
Road, and a 22-unit project for 
North Street. 

Although neither of plans has 
come before the zoning board 
yet, the developers say they plan 
to file soon. The Andover Hous- 
ing Partnership Committee has 
reviewed the early stages of both 
proposals.

A Special Town Meeting was called last 
Tuesday to address two articles, one ask- 
ing for a $600,000 mid-year tax hike to 
fund employee raises, and another seeking 
$2.5 million to finish the ongoing sewer 
expansion. Residents soundly defeated the 
request to set money aside for raises (story 
at right). They overwhelmingly supported 
approving another $2.5 million for the 
sewer project (story on page 5). But they 
did not do so until after several residents 
told officials they are frustrated with the 
number of projects that have run signifi- 
cantly over-budget and behind schedule.

Special Town Meeting voters shot down 
a proposal to put $600,000 into a stabiliza- 
tion fund for town employee pay raises last 
Tuesday by a vote 505-249. But the vote is 
not expected to halt contract negotiations. 

The heavily opposed warrant article 
asked voters to allow the town to tack an 
extra $43 onto the average property tax bill 
for the current fiscal year. The $600,000 
raised through taxation would have gone 
into a stabilization account. Officials 
claimed their intent was to have something 
to bring to the collective bargaining table

North Street project 

Windmill Estates would create a 22- 
unit age restricted development on 
North Street. The condominiums would 
sit on a 3.47 The two- and 
three-bedroom condos would each have 
a garage. Their sizes would range from 
1,700 to 2,000 square feet. The market- 
rate units would be priced in the mid- 
$300,000 range. The affordable units 
would be priced to fit two different 
income levels. Six of the units would be 
priced around $162,000, available for 
households earning up to 80 percent of 
the area’s median income; 
the units would be priced around 
$106,000, set aside for households earn- 
ing up to 50 percent of the area’s medi- 
an income 

“There is a big need in the area,” 
Scott Buonopane, co-developer of the 
project. 

The Andover Housing Partnership 
Committee will recommend the zoning 
board approve this project. Housing 
Partnership member Susan Stott said 
there was a feeling that the zoning board 
could resist such projects unless the 
committee was really advocating for 
them. 

Once a town tops the 10-percent 
requirement for affordable housing, a 
town earns more of a say as to the types 
of 40B projects it is willing to allow in 
town. The zoning board can just decide 
that the proposal is not the right fit for 
the community, and reject it. It is a new 
power that has not been used in town. 

“Tt puts us on more of an even play- 
ing field,’ said Colyer about having 10 
percent.

In towns and cities with less than 10 percent affordable housing stock, devel- 
opers can skirt local zoning regulations if they agree to sell or rent 25 percent of 
their proposed units below market rate. Specifically, when towns have less than 
10 percent of their housing deemed “affordable” by state standards, developers 
have the option of appealing local zoning decisions to the state Housing Appeals 
Committee, which often overturns town decisions. Once towns reach 10 percent, 
developers no longer can so easily see town decisions overturned. 

The state now considers 11.38 percent of Andover housing to be affordable. 
There have not been any 40B proposals filed since the town surpassed the 10-per- 


cent state guideline. 


However, two developers say they are planning to bring 55-and-older housing 
projects forward under Ch. 40B. Andover residents have expressed a need for 


more affordable housing for seniors.

“Tt just seems to be that this is not the 
(kind) of housing that seems appropriate 
for the area,” James Keck told the Hous- 
ing Partnership Committee last week. 
Keck also said he would not like to see 
about six new homes built on the land, 
which could be an alternative. 

Andover’s current version of the zon- 
ing bylaw was drafted in 1997. It does 
not include any zoning rules or regula- 
tions concerning age-restricted housing. 

“It was so cutting edge in the Valley. 
Nobody knew a lot about age-restricted 
housing,” said Colyer. “There wasn’t a 
demonstrated need in the town then, and 
I’m not sure there is now. We still don’t 
have any experience with it. It’s a toss 
up. You have to balance the type of 
housing it is and the need against the 
site itself.” 

The state has been tracking 40B 
developments for the past few years. 
Age-restricted housing is something 
many communities have seen recent 
proposals for under Ch. 40B. 

“We were thinking there is a trend,” 
said Beth Bresnahan, spokeswoman for 
the state department of community 
housing and urban development. 

She said there was a theory that 

developers saw 55-and-older housing 
proposals as a form of bargaining with 
towns that were resistant to 40B pro- 
jects. Local school populations are usu- 
ally not affected by such senior 
developments, but the developers 
can still make money. She said 
this compromise appeared to 
spark interest. DHCD first 
noticed a spike in age-restricted 
housing developments in the 
em South Shore, she said. 
j The Merrimack Valley has a 
handful of 55-and-older housing 
developments, with at least one 
each in North Reading, Tewks- 
bury, Dracut, Methuen, New- 
® buryport, Merrimac, Salisbury 
and Georgetown.

The Collins Center echoed 
with applause after residents 
voiced opposition to Article | 
last Tuesday. 

“Fellow townspeople, I urge 
everyone to vote no on this arti- 
cle because enough is enough,” 
said Bob Pokress, of 3 Cherry- 
wood Circle, during the Special 
Town Meeting. “I find it incredi- 
ble that town management can- 
not find a way (to solve the issue 
without raising taxes mid-year).” 

Gerry Gustus, former School 
Committee member, suggested 
the town should spend less on 
salting its roads to save money. 

With the tenor of Town Meet- 
ing clearly against raising taxes, 
Moderator John Doherty asked 
residents if they were ready to 
vote on Article 1 about 35 min- 
utes after the start of Town Meet- 
ing. All of the town officials on 
the Collins Center stage — select- 
men, Finance Committee and 
School Committee members — 
voted in favor of the tax hike. 


Two selectmen offer written response to Special Town Meeting 


Editor, Townsman: 
Dear citizens: 

We are the two selectmen who have 
served the town the longest. The recent 
focus on the increased costs of the sewer 
project has brought much discussion and so 
we want to let you know more about the 
construction projects and what we have 
learned from them. While the general opin- 
ion in the press and at the Special Town 
Meeting has been negative, the selectmen 
have a more positive view of the outcomes 
because of a much closer interaction with 
the work that town officials do to manage 
our major projects. Day-to-day and week- 
to-week the town manager and his staff 
have kept the contractors toes to the fire to 
get these projects completed. Without the 
level of controls placed on the contractors 
by the town manager, costs and time frames 
would have gone way beyond where they 
are now. 

The town has been aggressive in keeping 
contractors on task and, where necessary, 
we have withheld funds until the job was 
completed. At the High School, despite the 
threat of lawsuits and because of the I>vel of 
documentation we had, a negotiated settle- 
ment was reached between the town, the 
architect, and the builder with no additional 
costs to the town. The new schools in West 
Andover were virtually on budget and on 
time, due greatly to the amount of effort the 
town, the School Department, and the 
School Building Committee put into man- 
aging this project. At the Public Safety Cen- 
ter, we have withheld more than $1 million 
and have taken the contractor to court. We 
are confident that, once again, the level of 
documentation we have gathered against the 
contractor assures that costs associated with 
his delays and his mistakes will be paid by 
him.

In most cases, the added costs for con- 
struction projects were the result of unfore- 
seen conditions (e.g., at the High School 
there was a gas main in the wrong location 
and in the sewer project there was more 
extensive ledge than anticipated), or con- 
tractor errors (e.g., for the Public Safety 
Center the steel was erected improperly and 
we made the contractor correct it), or man- 
dates that needed to be met (e.g., with the 
sewer project the State increased the speci- 
fications for the pavement on Main Street 
and we had a one year delay because of the 
need to arrange for transfer of more water to 
the Ipswich River Watershed). Chances are, 
most, if not all, of the added costs for these 
various projects would have been approved 
at the earlier Town Meetings, if we had 
known about them in advance. To predict 
the exact costs several years into the future 
and on projects of this size is not easy. What 
are presented to Town Meeting are the best 
estimates that can be obtained with the 
information at that time. 

The selectmen have received monthly 
and quarterly reports on all projects and, 
while we knew there were increased costs to 
construct the sewer, we did not have as much 
specificity as we needed. In retrospect, this 
was a mistake. For instance, no selectman 
was happy with the late disclosure of the 
high cost of policing the sewer project. To 
address the concerns that this raises, a new 
system of reporting has already been put in 
place that will provide a higher level of 
detail on the final phase of construction. This 
will be available to the selectmen and the 
public on a monthly basis. The first report 
will be given at the selectmen’s meeting on 
Dec. 6 and will be available on the town’s 
Web site (www.andoverma.gov). 

A beneficial outcome of Andover’s expe- 
riences has been a new public construction

law that better matches communities to con- 
tractors with a proven track record. The 
selectmen as well as the town and school 
management teams provided extensive input 
on this legislation. For instance, with both 
the High School and the Public Safety Cen- 
ter we faced major decisions following the 
opening of bids. We could either choose the 
low bid contractor or we could select anoth- 
er bidder and expect to end up in court with 
the low bidder — thereby delaying the project 
and increasing our costs. In one case, the 
next lowest bidder also had a poor reputation 
and so we may not have gained anything by 
picking another bidder. The previous state 
mandates left us few options. We are hopeful 
that the new law will help. 

One of the gentlemen who spoke at the 
recent Special Town Meeting asked that 
town officials communicate more with the 
citizens. This is one of our goals. In prepara- 
tion for the April 2004 Annual Town Meet- 
ing we conducted two additional budget 
forums to obtain input from the community. 
We will have similar forums again this year. 
Further, at the urging of newly-elected 
Selectman Alex Vispoli, a Mid-Year Infor- 
mation Forum with major town departments 
was held on Nov. 17, so that they could 
improve communications and answer ques- 
tions from citizens about their operations. 

Your feedback is important to us; we real- 
ize that we cannot see every angle on every 
project. We will continue to seek ways to 
better communicate with you and we 
encourage everyone to call or write if you 
have any question whatsoever. Andover con- 
tinues to be a great place to live and work 
and together we can keep it that way.

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Voters want sewers, oversight

Angry and frustrated with the 
town’s ability to manage con- 
struction projects, residents at a 
Special Town Meeting last Tues- 
day still decided 564-76 to 
approve an additional $2.5 mil- 
lion to complete the ongoing 
sewer project. But not before 
they gave town leaders an earful 
about problems with recent jobs. 

Town officials say they got 
the message and are planning 
more communication with resi- 
dents, offering monthly progress 
reports, including up-to-date 
costs. The reports will be sort of 
like watching someone balance a 
checkbook, and will be available 
online. 

Starting Dec. 6, residents can 
check how much has been bud- 
geted for seven different aspects 
of the sewer project for areas still 
to get sewers. The reports will 
also show how much money has 
been spent to date, and reveal 
what percentage of the project is 
complete. Selectmen Chairman 
Brian Major said he believes the 
information will be less than a 
week old each time it is posted. 

This doesn’t guarantee the 
project will stay on track, but it 
does guarantee people will know 
how work is progressing. 

“It is going to show people 
where we are,” said Major. 
“Town Meeting sent a very 
strong message. They want 
accountability.” 

Major said officials discussed 
the idea of sharing the town’s 
status for the project online 
before the Special Town Meet- 
ing. The meeting just reaffirmed 
that residents are looking to be 
kept more in the loop, said 
Major. 

Certainly, many residents 
were not shy about expressing 
their outrage at Special Town 
Meeting. 

“Tt is beginning to sound like 
the Big Dig. I hope in my life- 
time it gets completed,” said 
John Pasquale, of 47B Whittier 
St., before Special Town Meet- 
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John Pasquale demanded answers from officials during Special Town Meeting, compar-

‘ing voted. “The people. got irr- 
tated because you didn’t keep 
them posted.” 

“People in town government 
are responsible, but I don’t hear 
anyone explaining why we con- 
stantly seem to be beyond dead- 
line and over budget. This town 
deserves answers to those ques- 
tions,” said Stewart Miller, of 3 
Ashbury Lane. 

Since the townwide sewer 
project began, there have been 
several costly oversights and 
delays. The request for an addi- 
tional $2.5 million came less 
seven months after Annual Town 
Meeting voters approved $1.25 
million extra. It follows in the 
footsteps of other projects, such 
as the Andover High School and 
Andover Public Safety Center 
construction, which also ran mil- 
lions of dollars over budget and 
years behind schedule. 


The town went 100 percent 
above its budget in at least two 
areas of the sewer project: the 
cost of acquiring easements and 
the cost of public safety detail 
work. The cost of details and 
easements will both be line 
items included in the monthly 
updates. 

Public Works Director Jack 
Petkus said he can understand 
why residents were upset with 
the town’s latest request for 
sewer project money. 

“The project did stretch out 
three, four years longer than 
anticipated. It’s only going to 
cost more money in the future.” 
said Petkus. “I'm glad that the 
people saw the wisdom in con- 
tinuing the project.” 

There are 210 homes still 
waiting to be connected on the 
project. If Town Meeting had 
not approved the additional 


money, the town will have had 
$3.3 million left to complete the 
work. Officials said that could 
provide sewer to about 120 
homes, leaving 90 without their 
sewer hook-ups. 

Now that more money has 
been made available, the first 
step will be to rebid the remain- 
ing portion of the project, said 
Petkus. The bidding process will 
start in January and the contract 
should be awarded in March or 
April, he said. Petkus estimated 
houses in this final area would 
connect in 2006, and the final 
paving would take place in 
2007. He said a more accurate 
time line cannot be given until a 
contract has been awarded. 

Major said publicly tracking 
the sewer project could just be 
the start. He said he believes it 
would be a good thing to do for 
other large town projects.

Despite loss, campaigner energized 


Editor, Townsman: 
Here are my reflections on 
campaigning for Senator John 


Kerry, presented in the form of 
| an open letter. 


Sen. John Kerry: 

I’m sorry that I didn’t get to 
see you win the presidency, 
which I so desperately wanted. 
But at least I still have you as 
my senator. I am grateful for 
that. 

I wanted to let you know that 
my two days campaigning for 
you in New Hampshire were 
extraordinary. | met some 
incredible volunteers whom | 
will never forget. They provided 
me with the unity that I so sore- 
ly wanted. I worked with young 
people, old people, men, 
women, white, black; we really 
were a rainbow coalition. 

I felt honored to stand next to 
a swift boat Vietnam veteran, in 
the middle of a median strip, 
both of us holding signs. With 
his lame, war-wounded leg, and 
his veteran's cap, proudly dis- 
playing his homemade sign, 
“Vietnam Veteran for Kerry,” he 
hobbled around, saluting all the 
vehicles whizzing past. He 
chuckled to me that, if he felt he 
needed to get more sympathy 
and attention, he could grab his 
crutches, that that should do the 
job. 

I also met a hilarious volun- 
teer, originally from New York 
City, who had the thickest 
Bronx accent I have ever heard. 
He displayed some wonderful 
moves out in the middle of the 
intersection. He would have 
made a marvelous traffic cop. 
His whole body was animated 
gesturing to cars as they passed 
by, questioning them with his 
hands: Give me your vote, 
yes/no?, while pointing to a 
Kerry sign. And if they gave 
him a positive nod, he gave 
them a tremendous thumbs-up 
signal, a whoop, and a huge 
grin. He was quite the entertain- 
er and kept me laughing for 
hours. He was at that intersec- 
tion for at least nine hours elec- 


tion day 

I also made friends with 
another Massachusetts volun- 
teer, who I did “pulling” with on 
election night before the polls 
closed. He told me his name 
was BJ. I never asked his last 
name. We drove around for 
three hours in small New 
Hampshire towns neither of us 
had been in before, trying to 
find numbers on mailboxes or 
houses, in the pitch black. We 
laughed about how New Hamp- 
shire-ites are a different breed, 
there didn’t seem to be much 
rhyme or reason to the house 
numbering. The numbers didn’t 
jive from one side of the road to 
the other, and sometimes odd 
and even numbers were on the 
same side of the street, which 
totally confused us. 

Driving back to the head- 
quarters we realized we shared 
common values; we talked 
about our families and how we 
were feeling about the election. 
When we reached the campaign 
headquarters, we thanked each 
other for the camaraderie. For 
the several hours our paths 
crossed, we were fighting the 
“good” fight, and then we 
returned to our regular lives. 

I must admit I am teary-eyed 
writing this letter to you, | am 
so sorry we didn’t win, but this 
campaign was a tremendously 
therapeutic experience for me. I 
was able to channel the anger I 
was feeling about this adminis- 
tration into positive energy, and 
I worked my hardest to get New 
Hampshire for you. I was 
thrilled when I watched some of 
the returns on election night and 
that you were going to win in 
New Hampshire after all. I am 


sorry that we couldn’t win all of | 
the country, but I was proud to | 


have been involved in getting 
New Hampshire. I also think 
this experience has awakened a 
little passion for politics in me, 
so who knows, maybe there will 
be future campaigns to fight for, 
and hopefully win.

The nights are colder, days are shorter 
and winter is just a few weeks away. The first 
of ficial day of winter is Dec. 21. It is time to 
we for the cold days and nights ahead. 

We humans are lucky. We turn on the 
heaters in our homes, put on warm clothes 
and add blankets to our beds. We wear coats, 
hats, gloves, sweaters and sweats. But what 
happens to the animals? 

Animals do many different things to get 
through the winter. Some hibernate. Some 
stay active where they are. Others travel for 
the winter. 


Migration 

Some animals travel to other places 
where the weather is warmer and the food 
they need is available. Many birds migrate. 
Some, like geese, travel in large groups for 
safety, while others fly alone. 

How do animals know when it is time to 
migrate to awarmer location? Scientists have 
studied that question for a very long time. 
Some believe animals are controlled by 
changes in the amount of daylight and 
weather. 

Most birds migrate short distances, but 
the Arctic tern takes a very long flight. The 
tern nests close to the North Pole in the sum-

mer. In autumn, it flies 
south to Antarctica. (The 

seasons are opposite in the 

Southern Hemisphere, so 
it's spring there. Six months 
later, it flies north again. 

Birds may navigate like sail- 
ors once did, using the sun, stars and moon to 
determine their direction of flight. It almost 
seems like they have a compass in their brain 
that uses the Earth's magnetic field to stay 
on their course. 

Some mammals also migrate. Some bats, 
elk, caribou and whales travel to warmer lo- 
cations. 

Many fish swim south or move into deeper, 
warmer areas. 

Monarch butterflies spend the summer in 
the northern United States and Canada. In 
the fall they migrate as far south as Mexico. 
Some moths also fly long distances. Most of 
the migrating insects travel short distances. 

Termites and Japanese beetles are short 
distance travelers. They move deep into the 
soil. Earthworms may go as far as six feet un- 
derground.

WHEN MICHAEL WARSHAWSKY’S voice was on the 
other end of the phone, it was always filled with opti- 
mism about what could be accomplished.

faith to participate in the min- 
istries of the church. The fact 
that she cannot participate in the 
ministries of the church ts a 
heavy-handed tactic by the pas- 
tor,” said Eileen Hespeler, a 
parishioner who became 
involved with the Voice of the 
Faithful movement. “Is she 
being singled out to intimidate 
other Catholics? Do we need a 
card to check off what we 
believe before we can enter the 
church? ” 

Bernadette Lyons supports 
Cleary’s request saying Catholic 
politicians should not publicly 
support views that oppose the 
teaching of the Catholic Church 
while holding a position inside 
the church. 

“| just see that Father Cleary 
did a wonderful thing. I think he 
took a big step. It is a hard thing 


for a priest and we are proud of 


him. He is making a statement 
that an unborn child is impor- 
tant,” said Lyons. “We can only 
hope it becomes more wide- 
spread.” 

Lyons is a pro-life activist and 
a longtime member of the 
church who on Friday mornings 
offers “sidewalk counseling” 
outside of Planned Parenthood 
on Commonwealth Avenue in 
Boston. She stands outside the 
abortion clinic with several other 
women hoping to talk people out 
of having abortions. 

Theresa Gorey, head of pro- 
life ministry for St. Augustine 
Church, also agrees with 
Cleary’s request. Gorey said 
before Cleary came to St. 
Augustine, she had asked other 
priests to see if L’Italien would 
step down from her position 
within the church because of her 
political position on abortion. 

“T asked (Cleary) if this was 
coming from the archdiocese 
and he said, ‘No.’ He said he had 
received four complaints from 
parishioners and that was his 
reason for coming forward,” said 
LItalien. 

L’Italien met twice with 
Cleary about her role in the 
church. He called her Nov. 3, the 
day after she was reelected, and 
talked with her at her kitchen 
table. L’Italien said it was a 
“wide-ranging discussion 
around what it means to be 
Catholic, what Catholic values 
are, and what it means to be a 


legislator.” They met again last 
Thursday, along with others 
involved with church music and 
a youth choir. L’Italien said 
Cleary originally asked her to 
remove herself from helping 
with the youth choir and has 
backed away from that position, 
but Cleary said he never wanted 
her to discontinue that role. 

Cleary said he has pondered 
L’Italien’s role since he came to 
the parish in July.

“Tt just gives a very bad signal 
to people. People don’t know 
what is right and what is wrong 
if people are talking out of both 
sides of their mouth,” said 
Gorey. “If she is up there repre- 
senting the Catholic Church and 
all of her positions are against 
the Catholic Church, it’s a very 
bad example.” 

But L’Italien says “abortion is 
not the issue that defines me as a 
person.” 

She said when she talked to 
Cleary, she discussed her oppo- 
sition against the death penalty 
and said “my Catholicism shines 
through in my commitment to 
the elderly, the disabled, the 
poor.” But she said she felt “the 
only lens I was going to be seen 
through was the pro-choice 
lens.” 

That doesn’t sit well with 
Hespeler. 

“Tt is self-defeating and hypo- 
critical when there are thousands 
of people who come to St. 
Augustine every week with a 
spectrum of beliefs,” said Hes- 
peler. “With all the wrong-doing 
that has happened in the Church 
by priests and Bishops, I find 
this insulting and unchristian.” 

Jim Lyons, Bernadette’s hus- 
band and a member of the parish 
council, wants the church to 
have a policy for these situations. 

“It is not up to us to pass 
judgment. It is about sending the 
right message,” said Jim Lyons. 
“My hope is that it becomes a 
front-burner issue. My hope is 
that what Father Cleary did is 


something that would spread 
throughout the archdiocese. 
There should not be fear of con- 
troversy,” he said. “My hope is 
that it is the beginning of the 
church reclaiming the moral 
authority. I was very proud of 
Father Cleary for taking a posi- 
tive stand on behalf of the 
church.” 

Selectman Chairman Brian 
Major, another elected official 
who is a parishioner of St. 
Augustine, said the message 
being sent by this action seems 
to be about consistency. 

“I think this is going to be 
something they are rolling 
through the archdiocese,” said 
Major. “The Boston Archdio- 
cese wants to make sure we are 
starting over and that we are very 
strong with the principles of the 
church. I can understand what 
they are doing.” 

But L’Italien's colleague, 
Andover State Rep. Barry Fine- 
gold, a member of Temple 
Emanuel, said he does not 
understand. He said he believes 
there is a separation of church 
and state, and when legislators 
walk into a religious facility they 
are there to worship and should 
not be treated differently than 
anyone else. 

“| just don’t understand, and I 
feel very sad and terrible for Bar- 
bara,” said Finegold. 

L’Italien said that when 
media attention focused this year 
on whether pro-choice Catholic 
politicians should accept Com- 
munion, she came to grips with 
the idea that accepting the 
Eucharist could become an 
issue. 

“T think any Catholic who’s a 
legislator now needs to think 
about potential repercussions 
from their views and their votes,” 
she said, though as a state legis- 
lator she has never had to vote on 
the abortion issue. “What’s so 
upsetting to me is I don’t believe 
my position is different from the 
priest’s, but I don’t think I can 
make that decision for anyone 
else. 

‘(The request for her to step 
down) is just very troublesome 
to me,” she said. “In spite of all 
the difficulties with the Church, 
I’ve made a conscious effort to 
stay and be active in my parish.”

Quota Club is repaid by 
teen’s grieving parents

VELYN TORRES REMEMBERS LEANING OVER HER SON’S CRIB. 
She sang softly into a small box connected to a hearing 
device she pressed up against her baby’s head. The baby’s 
eyes lit up. Then, his eyes fixated on his mother, mesmerized by 
hearing her voice for the first time. 

When Anthony Torres was born without ears, it was devastating 
to his parents. There would be many challenges for the Lawrence 
family to overcome. There was the extra financial burden of know- 
ing their precious, new baby would need surgeries and hearing aids. 
The Torres family did not have a lot of money, they said, but

Anthony was killed in a car 
accident earlier this year, leaving his family to face an even more 
overwhelming circumstance. 

“It’s like building a mansion, only to have it burn down in one 
day,” said Kelvin Torres, Anthony’s father. 

Kelvin and Evelyn Torres did not go to work for months. Their 
hearts ached. They visited Anthony's gravesite twice a day. And 
there were countless memories — some beautiful, some haunting. 

Boxes from Anthony’s school arrived shortly after his death. His 
parents read papers, poems and essays that have become treasured 
keepsakes. 

In an essay entitled “Winning the Jackpot,” Anthony wrote 
about giving back. His essay explains what the 13-year-old boy 
would have done if he ever won $50 million. He wrote about tak- 
ing care of his family and his appreciation for the doctors at Chil- 
dren’s Hospital, who after years of surgeries were able to give him 
normal-looking ears. He said he would give the hospital a large 
chunk of money to show his gratitude. 

His parents decided to use their son’s savings to give to the caus- 
es he would have. If Anthony had lived, the money would have 
gone toward college or a car. Evelyn Torres said she still wanted to 
use the money for something that her son would have appreciated. 

Last Tuesday, the Torres family gave the Andover Quota Club 
$1,500 in Anthony’s name. The Quota Club is a non-profit organi- 
zation that helps children with hearing disabilities, and assists

Finding Common Ground at Free Christian Church

TANDING IN FRONT OF A TALL WOOD- 
EN cross, Dan Dzikowicz held up a 
canvas, void of color. 

Inside the same worship hall frequent- 
ed by parishioners of traditional services 
on Sunday mornings, a different light was 
cast — and not just because the churchgo- 
ers were enveloped in the soft amber 
glow of flickering candles. 

“We are sort of like canvasses waiting 
for the artist to come and speak to us,” 
Dzikowicz said. “What sort of artistry is 
(God) going to play in your life when you 
find common ground with Him?” 

Dzikowicz’s message began the first 
service of Common Ground, a Sunday 
evening worship group at Free Christian 
Church. 

While the service is a new offering at 
the church, the approach in worship has 
been sparking interest in Generation X- 
ers during the past decade. According to 
a 10-year study compiled in 2000 and 
conducted by the Atlanta-based Glen- 
mary Research Center, growth in church 
attendance during the 1990s saw the 
emergence of a fresh face in religious 
worship: the postmodernist. 

Science alone cannot answer the ulti- 
mate questions of why we are here, or 
whether there is any meaning behind it, 
said Dzikowicz. The church leader 
believes the age of modernism birthed 
many important innovations, from medi- 
cine to machinery, but it also rejected the 
transcendent. 

Countering premodernism’s domina- 
tion by tradition, and modernism’s rejec- 
tion of tradition in favor of reason and 
science, Dzikowicz described postmod- 
ernism as the merging of fluid and multi- 
ple perspectives. 

“Most people throughout history have 
felt there has to be something more than 
what is seen or felt,” said Dzikowicz. 
“Part of the challenge of the church has 
been reaching 20 and 30-somethings who 
have drifted away for different reasons. 
But the times we are now living in find so 
many of those same people seeking 
something more in their lives.” 

The advent of postmodernity in faith- 
based teachings, also defined as the 
“emerging church” movement, is carving 
out a niche in a handful of churches 
around the country. 

Dzikowicz said only two other church- 
es that he knows of in New England — the 
Park Street Church in Boston and a Con- 
necticut parish — are offering evening ser- 
vices that attract large crowds of young 
professionals. 

The Free Christian Church pastor 1s

something good about freedom 
and something evil about slav- 
ery.

The Chelmsford High football 
team proved that in its come-from- 
behind 19-16 win over Andover on 
Tuesday night, notching the clinch- 
ing touchdown with only seven sec- 
onds remaining in their Merrimack 
Valley Conference showdown 
game.

class by itself, as the Lady Warriors 
continued their total domination of 
Massachusetts interscholastic 
indoor waters by nailing down their 
sixth straight MIAA North Section- 
al team championship. 

AHS placed first in seven of 12 
events, with underclass All- 
Scholastics Doherty and Peak win- 
ning two individual races each, Pet- 
zold one and the trio pacing two 
relays to victory in the rare morning 
competition at Harvard Universi- 
ty’s Blodgett Pool in Cambridge. 

It was another runaway triumph, 
Andover piling up 336 points for an 
84-point gap over runner-up Acton- 
Boxboro (252). 

“I was overwhelmed,” said 
coach Marilyn Fitzgerald. “It was 
probably our biggest win in terms 
of what the girls accomplished for 
times. 

“There were no records for us - 
but almost everyone lowered their 
seed time. And by full seconds - 
not hundreths of seconds. 

“They did it without being fully 
rested — so we should expect even 
faster times this week (at the State 
Meet).” 

The North Sectionals became 
somewhat of an adventure for the 
five-time reigning state champs, 
with the time and site of the meet 
breaking from tradition. 

Fitzgerald wasn’t quite sure how 
her troops would respond to a dif- 
ferent routine — but she needn’t 
have worried.

& DIVE 


The other 17 schools at the 
MIAA North Sectional Champi- 
onship Meet knew they were bat- 
tling for second place. 

The Andover High swimmers 
once again used their unmatchable 
depth and power to destroy another 
group of would-be challengers, 
leaving all pretenders in their wake 
behind the ivy-covered walls at 
Harvard. 

AHS never trailed after winning 
the opening 200 medley relay and 
placing 1-2 in the 200 free, grab- 
bing a commanding early lead 
before breaking the meet wide open 
by outscoring second-place Acton- 
Boxboro 42-1 in the 500-yard 
freestyle. 

After Andover and Acton-

“| thought we'd win the meet by 
about 80 points,” said AHS head 
coach Marilyn Fitzgerald.

also swam on two victorious relays

Doherty touched first in the 200 
IM, her 2:06.68 time more than 
nine seconds faster than runner-up 
Amanda Cecere (Chelmsford) and 
about one second off the meet 
record (2:05.49) held by former 
AHS All-Scholastic Sally Brown. 

“Jt was an amazing margin of 
victory,” said Fitzgerald. “We were 
marveling at it on the bus ride 
home. You just don’t win races at 
this level by that much. Her goal 
was to finish in 2:08 and she shat- 
tered that.” 

Doherty defended her title in the 
100 butterfly, finishing exactly two 
seconds ahead of teammate Diana 
Harlow in 57.36. 

Again it was just over a second 
off the meet record held by former 
Andover high school All-American 
Connie Brown. 

Peak won the 100 free, with her 
54.43 nipping Acton-Boxboro’s 
Cecelia Jenkins (55.14) by a half- 
second. 

She was also tops in the 100 
backstroke (59.45) as the Lady 
Warriors swept the first three places 
in that race. 

Joining Doherty and Peak on the 
victorious 200 medley ‘A’ relay 
were Capt. Harlow and freshman 
waterbug Melissa Alois, their 
1:52.37 clocking a comfortable 2 
1/2 seconds faster than second- 
place finisher Acton-Boxboro 

“I’m not sure what it does to the 
kids — but the single most 
nervewracking time for me is 
before the first event (200 medley 
relay),” said Fitzgerald. “I break out 
in a sweat and my stomach is tied 
up in knots. 

“Once that race is over I lose 
myself in the meet and I’m under 
control. Winning also helps.” 

Each of the four girls in that 
relay swam her fastest split time of 
the season, Harlow in the 50 back- 
stroke (29.48), Alois the 50 breast 
(31.24), Doherty the 50 fly (26.05) 
and Peak the SO free (24.60). 

Doherty also anchored the 400 
free ‘A’ relay that cruised to first 
place by more than five seconds 
(3:40.35). She was joined by 
sophomore Tiffany Petzold and 
freshmen Ellen Cody and Kristi 
Korsberg. 

“Kristi has quickly developed 
into an outstanding relay swim- 
mer,” said Fitzgerald. “As good as 
she is — she really comes alive on a 
relay leg. Caitlin Geary was the 
same way. Both contribute much 
more than we could ask for.” 

Sophomore Petzold delivered a 
huge victory in the 200 free, out- 
kicking Korsberg in a spirited race 
that saw the winner touch in 
1:55.88 with the runner-up 
21/100ths of a second behind in 
1:56.09 

Petzold, third after the first 50 
yards, took the lead at the midway 
point and never relinquished it. 

“This may have been our No. | 
surprise of the meet,” said Fitzger- 
ald. “Not that Tiffany wasn’t capa- 
ble — but just the determination she 
showed. 

“Before she stepped to the 
blocks she told Becky (diving 
coach Pierce) and me ‘I am totally 
going to win this.’ 

“Tiffany may be our hardest 
worker and this was a nice reward. 
When she looked up and saw the 
1:55 on the clock she was shocked. 

“One of the biggest thnills is to 
look at the girls’ faces after they 
win a race,” said Fitzgerald. “They 
touch the wall, turn around and 
immediately look up at the board. 

‘Once they realize what they’ve 
done — the reaction is something 
that should be on film.”

The now-canceled Nov. 20 
event was meant to aid produc- 
tion of the movie Second Wind, 
and was organized by the movie 
director and The Wheelchair 
Handicap Awareness Team of 
New England. Organizers had 
planned to show a sneak peek of 
the film about Warshawsky’s 
life. 

“Heartbreak, disbelief and 
sadness ... I just couldn't believe 
it when I got the call,” said 
director Daryl Silva who owns 
the production company The 
Silva Screen in California. Silva 
has been living in the Boston 
area for the past several weeks 
as he had been working closely 
with Warshawsky. Warshawsky, 
who broke his neck in a diving 
accident and had been paralyzed 
and wheelchair-bound for more 
than 33 years, formerly lived in 
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Movie was tn the works about disabilities commission’s late founder 


Andover and was a founder of 
the town's Commission on Dis- 
abilities. He moved to Cam- 
bridge in 2002. 

The affable Warshawsky was 
playing himself in the 
and several scenes with him had 
already been filmed at the time 
of his death. Silva said he has 
spoken to Warshawsky’s family 
and those involved agreed that 
the movie will go on 

“Tt will be like Radio, where 
there will be a mention at the 
end of the movie about how the 
story is true to Mike's life,” 
Silva said. 

Two days before his death, 
Warshawsky, who planned to 
attend the event in Andover on 
Noy. 20, talked to the Zownsman 
about the movie. In spite of kid- 
ney problems and being bloated 
from steroids, he was upbeat 
about the movie and pleased to 
be helping others by appearing 
in It. 

“The timing (of the Andover 
event) is not that great because I 
have been sick,” he said, “but 


novie 


anything people can take away 
from my story and make their 
lives better makes me feel 
good.” 

Warshawsky also said he felt 
a “bit weird” about being fea 
tured in a movie but he was 
happy to be given a chance to 
help others 

“In the end I will have given 
a boost to spinal cord injuries 
through this snapshot of what 
my life has been like,” said War- 
shawsky, who was injured at 18 
and was 52 at the time of his 
death. “I'll make it funny, light 
and enlightening, but there are 
also serious issues I go through 
and we show that.” 

His inspiration and good atti- 
tude made him Hollywood 
material, according to Silva, 
who said “there’s a Hollywood 
essence about Mike’s story.” 

Silva plans to distribute the 
film next year at well-known 
film festivals, including Sun- 
dance and Cannes. He’s already 
spoken to Lifetime channel rep- 
resentatives and said those folks 
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“are moved by his story because 
it’s so inspirational.” 


Mike’s story 

Second Wind will talk about 
the accident that changed War- 
shawsky’s life forever when he 
was 18 and living in Lowell. He 
had just finished his freshman 
year at Tufts University and 
went to a pond in Pelham, N.H. 
for a swim with two friends on 
June 7, 1971. 

“IT was at end of wharf and | 
knew the water was shallow. | 
was familiar with it. I dove 
incorrectly and my head hit the 
clay bottom and my neck broke. 
I was face down in the water. 

“It was like it is in cartoons. 
Bubbles came up and all I could 
think of was ‘this is it.’ I yelled 
for help but it was just bubbles. 
My friends were wondering 
why I was taking so long to 
come up. Then, they came and 
got me up and called for help. 
EMTs took me to Lowell Gen- 
eral and | was in intensive care 
for seven weeks and then moved 
to a rehab hospital. 

“I spent my 19th birthday in 
the hospital,” Warshawsky said. 
“IT wanted to be a doctor back 
then and now | was on the other 
side of the knife.”

lor’s and a master’s degree in 
engineering. He worked at 
Raytheon as an engineer for 
more than 30 years. While 
working at the company’s plant 
in Tewksbury, he got an apart- 
ment in Andover with his then- 
wife in 1992. They eventually 
built a house in town. He also 
got active with disability issues 
in town and founded the 
Andover Commission on Dis- 
abilities in 1994, 

“I started it with two others,” 
Warshawsky recalled. “And, I’m 
proud that it grew to be a very 
stellar commission within the 
state. Statewide, many people 
know about Andover’s commis- 
sion.” 

He served on the board until 
July 2002 when he moved to a 
new luxury apartment in Cam- 
bridge that the Spinal Cord 
Injury Association helped man- 
age. 

Just a month later, a horrific 
near-fatal accident on the train 
tracks in Andover almost took 
his life. 

Warshawsky had just gotten 
off the train to visit a friend in 
town. He was going down the 
platform when he hit a bump 
and fell over on the train tracks. 
He was stuck on the tracks and a 
train was coming. 

Fortunately, the quick-think- 
ing of a woman who saw the 
accident saved his life. She ran 
into a nearby convenience store 
and called police who notified 
the incoming train conductor. 
The train screeched to a halt just 
150-feet from Warshawsky’s 
head. 

Silva said the accident never 
slowed Warshawsky or stopped 
him from taking trains and sub- 
ways. He said it shows War- 
shawsky’s inner strength and 
stamina. Silva said that is the 
reason why Second Wind will be 
successful. 

“He was a great inspiration,” 
Silva said.

Walk out during 
James’ response

After reading a formal statement to 
School Committee members Tuesday 
night, more than a hundred teachers — 
packing the halls and squeezing into 
the meeting room — walked out imme- 
diately afterward during chairman 
Tony James’ reply to their demands. 

Inside the meeting room, there was 
standing room only as members of the 
teachers union piled in to demand a 
“fair and equitable contract.” 

The gathering was the second 
demonstration involving a majority of 
Andover’s educators this month. On 


Nov. 4, teachers marched in front of 


Superintendent Claudia Bach’s office 
and handed her a petition with about 
500 signatures. 

Teachers have been working with- 
out a contract since the school year 
began. Joint discussions on contract 
negotiations including the School 
Committee, teachers union and admin- 
istrators began in January, but were 
halted over the summer due to sched- 
uling conflicts, said union president 
Tom Meyers and School Committee 
Chairman Tony James. 

“Unfortunately, the School Com- 
mittee has thus far failed to make an 
adequate offer, and now the current 
contract crisis is threatening to harm 
teacher morale and, thus, the learning 
atmosphere we provide for our stu- 
dents,” said Meyers in a statement 
released earlier this week by the Mass- 
achusetts Teachers Association. 
“Andover educators have been at the 
bargaining table for a year — it is time 
to reach a settlement and end this crisis 
so that we can turn our full attention to 
what we know and love best: serving 
the students of Andover.” 

Two teachers stood before the 
School Committee, surrounded by 
their colleagues, and read their mes- 
sage to the board. “We provide our 
community with a school system rec- 
ognized for its excellence, and we all 
deserve fairness and respect from the 
School Committee for the work we’ve 
done and continue to do,” stated Peter 
Otis, a teacher at High Plain Elemen- 
tary. “It’s time to settle a fair and equi- 
table contract with the teachers and 
end this crisis before it escalates.” 

When teachers finished speaking, 
James began his reply. “The School 
Committee has refrained from making 
public comments on negotiations,” 
James said. “Perhaps now is the time 
to explain our position.” 

As the chairman launched into 
some reasons for the continued fric- 
tion, the crowd turned around and 
headed for the door. 

“We share common goals with the 
teachers union — to provide a high 
quality education to our 6,000 stu- 
dents, and to reward our teachers with 
a fair and equitable contract total com- 
pensation package,” James said. “The 
School Committee is concerned that 
meeting the union demands would 
result in teacher layoffs, larger class 
sizes, and hence a reduction in the 
quality of education for our students.” 

Almost all the teachers had left the 
room when James added, “We have 
asked the union to join with us in find- 
ing cost savings/efficiencies within the 
existing contract to create funds to 
allow us to bridge the gap — to date 
they have refused to do so.”

hopeful that common sense, cool 
heads and good will on both sides of 
the table will prevail and allow the 
matter to be resolved expeditiously. 
“The School Committee remains com- 
mitted to providing highly competitive 
compensation and will continue to 
actively engage in negotiations,” he 
said. 

By the time James finished address- 
ing the teachers, all had left. Outside 
the school administration building 
afterward, Meyers said the teachers 
already know where the School Com- 
mittee stands on the matter. 

“We want a fair contract and were 
here to make a statement,” Meyers 
said. “We're not here to listen to them. 
We've already heard what they have to 
Say.” 

School Committee member Dick 
Collins wondered, with the budget still 
reeling from last year’s cuts, where the 
money was going to come from. 

“With the amount of money given 
to support our schools, we’re going to 
be hard pressed to do some of these 
things,” said Collins.

This week, 15-year-old Andover resi- 
dents John and James review another 
book for young readers by a favorite 
author of theirs.

Basil E. Frankweiler is a fascinatingly 
different mystery in which the main 
characters are just two ordinary kids, 
as opposed to a private detective or 
crime-fighter. The reader will be able 
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to relate with Claudia and Jamie’s 
every emotion in this great book. 

We give From the Mixed-up Files 
of Mrs. Basil E. Frankweiler by E.L. 
Konigsburg a 9 out of 10. It is a fast- 
paced read with a new mystery being 
discovered around every turn. The 
reader will never be able to guess 
what the ending has in store for Clau- 
dia and Jamie! 

Konigsburg has an original voice 
that can paint murals of description in 
just a few sentences.

School has just ended and some of 


Katelyn Indigaro’s friends are doing 
what teens do. They are busy instant 
text messaging each other on their 
home computers and writing about their 
day, which usually includes at least one 
high-calorie, junk-food snack from a 
vending machine. 

They are oblivious to the statistics 
that show inactivity among kids is a 
growing problem. In fact, the national 
percentage of obese kids ages 6 to 19 
has more than tripled in the past 10 
years, according to figures from a local 
gym. 


Many in the current generation of 


kids grow up with sedentary lifestyles 
focused on computers and eating large 
portions of fast food. Many of them 
don’t exercise enough. 

In Andover, one local gym is doing 
something about the inactivity problem. 
Andover Fitness and Conditioning in 
Dundee Park has just launched a Fit For 
Life Scholarship Program. The gym is 
offering 80 free, six-month member- 
ships to high-schoolers at Andover and 
North Andover high schools. It’s all 
about getting teens to make exercise a 
part of their day. Gym staffers say it’s 
setting teens on the right track to live 
healthier lives. 

“When I was a kid, we were climb- 
ing trees, playing Red Rover and run- 
ning around,” said Faith Kenyon, a per- 
sonal trainer at the club. “Now, there’s 
been a severe drop in activity for some 
kids and the food choices these days are 
just horrifying.” 

Katelyn agreed, saying her high 
school cafeteria vending machines offer 
lots of junk food, and video games are 
all the rage for many teens. 

“Lots of kids don’t spend a lot of 
time working out,” said Katelyn, who 
attends North Andover High and signed 
up for the program a few weeks ago. 

While she also takes hip-hop dance 
classes at Dance Infusion in Andover, 
she was looking to tone up even more. 
She’s already lost 10 pounds and is 
sticking to the program’s requirement 
that participants work out at least three 
times a week. 

In all, there are 12 steps that teen 
participants must adhere to. They must 
sign a pledge to stick with the program 
for six months and to take part in cer- 
tain fitness classes and meet with fitness

by the gym to get more young people living heathy lives. 


staffers to talk about nutrition and 
lifestyle habits. Plus, next spring, the 
gym will award two $1,000 college 
scholarships to two teens in the pro- 
gram, one from Andover High and one 
from North Andover High. 

“T think it’s great that the club is 
catering to kids,” said Kelly Indigaro, 
Katelyn’s mother, who is a club mem- 
ber. “There’s really nothing out there 
just for kids.” 

Katelyn agrees, and said her weight 
loss has been noticed by friends. She’s 
hoping to recruit some of those friends 
to the gym. With homework and jobs, 
it’s hard for many teens to set aside the 
time for exercise. But, she said many 
eyes light up when they find out the 
membership is free for six months. 

“This age group is all about hanging 
out with friends. With this program, we 
want them to come in with friends and 
get excited about exercise,’ Kenyon 
said. 

Forty teens from each high school 
are welcome to take part and there are 
openings. Enrollment deadline is Nov.

OR MONTHS Now, 1|7-year- 
old Andrew Sanders has 
been trying on hair exten- 
sions, growling and balancing 
on 4-inch platform heels. 

The teen hasn't gone mad, 
he’s gone Beast-ly — as one of 
the title characters in the musi- 
cal Beauty and the Beast. 

When the lights go up in the 
Collins Center Thursday night, 
dozens of Andover High School 
students will sing and dance 
their way through the Walt Dis- 
ney musical. 

Staging a world that portrays 
an enchanted palace and a color- 
ful cast of characters, including 
talking furniture, actors and 
crew members are planning 
around several set and wardrobe 
changes — all leading to the high 
school’s largest-scale production 
to date. 

“It’s huge,” says Susan Cho- 
quette, drama director at 
Andover High. “The sets are 
elaborate in attention to detail 
and the costumes alone proba- 
bly cost between $2,000 to 
$3,000.” 

About 75 costumes have 
been rented, borrowed and recy- 
cled for the two-hour show. 
From cutting up old boas to sell- 
ing tickets, assistant director 
Kara McCall, 17, has spent 
many late nights at the sewing 
machine. 

“Countless hours go into the 
production process,” admits 
McCall, while marveling over 
her latest creation: a slinky black 
dress with a hemline flowing in 
feathers for Babette, an animat- 
| ed duster. “You can average 40 
hours a week just on making 
costumes alone.” 

One of the biggest challenges 
for costume designer Dawn But- 
ler, and prop person Chris 
Christoforo, is breathing life 
into the casts’ assembly of 
enchanted inanimate objects. 

“The hardest part is to try and 
figure out which materials to use 
to make the costumes look real- 
istic,” says Christoforo, explain- 
ing how she designed the 
teacup, Chip, by using foam 
core and tape. “It’s time-con- 
suming, but it’s so much fun. 
I'ma lot happier with a glue gun 
and tape than with patterns and a 
sewing machine.” 

Rolling in on wheels, 
bustling in billowy dresses, or 
showing off faux flames, many 
of the actors paraded their 
unique ensembles across the 
stage during a dress rehearsal 
last week. 

“The rehearsal hours are real- 
ly long,” says 16-year-old Tina 
LeBer, who was trying out her 
character’s garb, a wardrobe 
boasting drawers that open and 
close. “But seeing everyone 
come together, memorizing 
lines and completing these big 
sets, it’s really amazing.” 

The large cast of high-

schoolers has worked tirelessly 
on creating characters believable 
enough to reel their audience 
into the popular fairy tale. But 
some of the most tedious work 
has been turning Sanders into a 
hairy, hulking monster. 

Layers of foam rubber 
padding, long fangs, giant claw- 
spiked gloves and woolly hair 
pieces require hours of makeup 
to take the high school junior 
from human to beast. 

“I’ve never used heels 
before,” laughs Sanders. “I 
almost broke an ankle the first 
couple of days I tried them out.” 

Although Sanders’ role 
demands plenty of prep time for 
getting into character, the young 
actor confesses that learning the 
music is the most difficult part 
of his job. 

The high school drama 
department conducts many per- 
formances throughout the 
school year, but musicals tradi- 
tionally take more time to 
arrange.

“T still don’t have it down 
quite right yet,” says Sanders, 
referring to a particular part of 
one song that stretches his vocal 
range. “But I’m confident I can 
get there with a little more prac- 
tice. The whole (production) 
experience has just been incred- 
ible. I’m never bored here.” 

Acting coach and mentor 
Choquette says that after months 
of rehearsals, getting to opening 
night is a triumph for her stu- 
dents. 

“The beauty of live theater is 
that anything can happen at any 
time,” Choquette says. 

“And knowing it will just get 
better with each performance is 
even better. The actors really 
grow trom the first show to the 
last.” 

With five shows scheduled 
over three days, Choquette guar- 
antees a fun venue where the 
characters are accessible to their 
audience. Following the matinee 
shows on Saturday and Sunday, 
the cast will meet with theater-

goers to sign autographs 

“It’s exciting to see a celebri- 
ty, but you don’t really know 
them,” adds Choquette. “The 
community really knows these 
kids so it makes it even more 
exciting to see them on stage.” 

Good versus evil are organic 
elements in storytelling, and, for 
Choquette, few things compare 
to being in the middle of the 
action. 

“Think of actors running up 
and down the aisles, making you 
feel like you can reach out and 
touch them,” says the drama 
teacher. “The way these kids can 
convince their audience to be 
Swept away in the story is the 
ultimate in entertainment.”

Andover’s Christmas tree 


By Andy Smith 

For the 15th year, the owners of 
Brickstone Square will decorate a tree 
for the holidays. Thousands will flock 
to view it and enjoy related activities. 
But this time, the tree will be only 
half the size of its predecessors and 
will become a permanent fixture in 
Andover. And there will be no tree- 
lighting ceremony. 

In years past, Brickstone Proper- 
ties would scour the Northeast look- 
ing for the largest tree it could find. 
The tree, historically 80 to 100 feet 
tall, would then be purchased and 
hauled to Brickstone Square, where it 
was displayed for the holiday season. 
Often, Andover laid claim to having 
one of the country’s largest Christmas 
trees. 

In January, that year’s tree would 
be dismantled. Part of the trunk later 
would be carved into shapes, such as 
toy soldiers, and the rest was sent to a 
wood chipper. The chips would be 
scattered on the Brickstone grounds. 

This year, out of both environmen- 
tal and financial concerns, the com- 
pany decided to buy a tree that will be 
planted in the square and left to grow. 
The tree is a blue spruce that is 40 to 
50 feet tall, said Steve Pellegrino of 
Kortenhaus Communications, a 
Boston-based public relations firm 
that handles Brickstone’s holiday fes-

tivities. 

Pellegrino said financial con- 
cerns contributed to Brickstone’s 
decision. 

Brickstone Properties is 
owned by Andover Mills LLC, 
which finances the tree and the 
surrounding Santa’s Village. In 
September, the office complex’s 
largest tenant, manufacturing 
company Andover Controls, 
announced it was moving to 
North Andover. That left occu- 
pancy at about 60 percent at the 
1 .04-muillion-square-foot park. A 
year ago, another huge tenant, 
Internet incubator CMGI, left 
the complex. 

Pellegrino said planting the 
tree was both an environmental- 
ly advantageous and economi- 
cally feasible way to continue 
the tradition. “We know the 
community loves this tree. The 
way we see it, we’re making an 
investment in the community 
this year,” Pellegrino said. “It’s

Despite losing bragging 
rights, Andover residents 
applauded the decision when 
they first heard, saying their chil- 
dren probably won’t notice the 
difference.
